Nixon Calls for Militant 
'Crusade Against Crime' 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. CAP) — 


Richard M. Nixon called for a 
"militant 
crusade 
againsl 


crime" Wednesday and two oth. 
er big GOP guns, Ronald Rea- 
ganand John V. Lindsay, joined 
in a bombardment of the ad- 
ministration's anticrime record. 


The former vice president 


sent a special message to the 
Republican Platform Commit- 
tee hearings declaring that the 
party has a duty to "re-estab- 
lish domestic peace—to restore 
freedom from fear to the Ameri. 
can people." 


Neither the poor nor the rich 


are above the law, Nixon added, 
saying: "Poverty, despair, an- 
ger, past wrongs can no longer 
be allowed to excuse or justify 
violence or crime or lawless, 
ness." 


The day's hearings under, 


scored some predictions that 
crime in the nation's streets 
maybe made fee GOP's biggest 
campaign issue, outranking 
Vietnam and poverty. 


New York's Mayor Lindsay 


hit at crime in his personal plat, 
form hearing appearance. Gov. 
Reagan of California hit it even 
harder—and got fee biggest ap- 
plause to date of fee preconven. 
tion hearings. 


Nixon's message was forceful. 
"Only 50 years ago, Ameri. 


cans dreamed of making fee 
world safe for democracy," he 
said.

"One paramount need is for the 
men of government at fee na. 
tional level to exert their moral 
authority to fee limit, to mar- 
shal fee armies of public opin- 
ion behind what can be nothing 
less than a militant crusade 
against crime . . .

poverty or academic reform. 


"We must return to a single 


standard of justice for all Amer. 
leans, and justice must be made 
blind again to race and color 
and creed and position along an 
economic or social line."

filtration, Johnson cited the lat 
est figures of trucks and water, 
born movement south of toe 
20th parallel and said: 


"We have every reason to be. 


lieve toe enemy is preparing a 
massive attack on our forces 
and on fee forces of our allies." 


He said he could not Ignore 


toe fact that toe infiltration 
routes to toe south are crowded 
with men and supplies. 


"I cannot step aside and leave 


our men in fee lurch. I am pre. 
pared to halt fee bombing of 
North Vietnam when we feel It 
will not lead to further loss of 
Amer lean lives and heavy allied 


casualties," he said. 


The President's statements on 


Vietnam and steel came at a 
news conference in toe Cabinet 
Room of the White House. John- 
son spoke quietly and seriously 
as he sat at toe Cabinet table 
facing newsmen. 


He said also he has decided

V.C. Shell Countryside; 
Allies Smash Enemy Base 


SAIGON (AP) — Viet Cong 


mortarmen shelled 
several 


South Vietnamese installations 
in the countryside around Sal. 
gon early Thursday after allied 
forces smashed a big enemy 
base 92 miles southwest of the 
capital in the Mekong Delta. 


Government military spokes, 


men said damage and casual, 
ties in the predawn mortar at- 
tacks were light. 


U.S. Navy gunboats, helicop- 


ter gunshlps and South Viet, 
namese marines teamed up 
Wednesday for what a military 
spokesman called "an unprece- 
dented allied penetration" in the 
delta to knock out the enemy 
stronghold. 


The battle began Tuesday 


night and ended Wednesday 
morning. The allies counted 93 
Viet Cong bodies and reported 
that two South Vietnamese Ma- 
rines were wounded. 


Government troops searched 


the area after the clash and 
found 423 mortars, 62 weapons 
and more than 12,000 rounds of 
small.arms ammunition. 


The Vietnamese soldiers cor. 


nered the Viet Cong in bunkers 
where they were raked by hell, 
copter gunships and blasted by 
the 60-foot Navy gunboats and 
American craft inflicted most of 
rlers. Spokesmen said the 
American craft inflicted most of 
the casualties.

LBJ Calls Steel Price Hike 
disastrous for Nation9

WASHINGTON — President 


Johnson said Wednesday that the 
5 per cent across-the-board 
steel price increase announced 
earlier in fee day by Bethlehem 
Steel Co. would have "dire 
economic consequences for our 
nation" and urged other steel 
producers not to follow it. 


He made clear at a hastily 


arranged news conference feat 
it was the Bethlehem Steel ac- 
tion that toe government op- 
posed. He did not denounce toe 
selective price increase on tin- 
plate announced by the U.S. Steel 
Corp. 


Within an hour after the Presi- 


dent spoke, Bethlehem Steel 
said, "in our opinion our price 
increase is absolutely neces- 
sary and we do not intend to 
withdraw it" 


If the Bethlehem action be. 


comes industry-wide, It would 
be the first general steel price 
increase since 1962. President 
Kennedy managed to roll feat 
one back in a bitter confronta- 
tion wife the industry. 


In his statement, prepared in 


advance, Johnson said "fee an- 
nounced Bethlehem price in- 
crease far exceeds any reason- 
able calculation of the cost oi 
fee wage settlement" reached 
between the industry and the 
steelworkers union last night. 


"The terms of toe settlement 


are high," the President said, 
and he admitted it "will result 
in some increase in steel 
costs." This implied that less- 
er or selective steel price in. 
creases might go unopposed. 


No actual price increases 


were announced Wednesday by 
any producer other than toe two 
giants 
of fee industry. But 


Armco Steel Corp. said it ex- 
pected to announce increases 
"in base prices of all pro- 
ducts" by Aug. 2, following an 
examination of each category of 
product. 


Inland Steel Co. said "our 


decision will be based entirely 
on costs. . .and not any noise 
from Washington." It was In- 
land that broke the 1962 price 
increase by refusing to go along.

Than Limit 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


National Transportation Safety 
Board said Wednesday a Jet air. 
liner that collided with a light 
plane near Dayton, Ohio, March 
9, 1967, was flying 83 miles an 
hour faster than the airplane 
speed limit for the area. 


The Board attributed the accl. 


dent, in which all 26 persons In 
the two planes were killed, to 
the jet's excessive speed and to 
failure of its crew to see and 
avoid the small plane. 


The Trans World Airlines DC9 


Jet involved in the collision was 
approaching for a landing, with 
21 passengers and a crew of 
four on a flight scheduled from 
New York City to Chicago by 
way of Harrisburg, Pa., Pitts, 
burgh, and Dayton. •»

and 18 seconds before the colli. 
sionwas advised that there was 
southbound slow-moving traffic 
one mile away "at 12:30," the 
clock.wise term for direction. 


The traffic referred to was a 


Tann Co. Beechcraft Baron at 
an altitude of 4,500 feet, on a 
business flight planned from De. 
troit to Springfield, Ohio. 


There was no information to 


indicate that the DC9 crew ever 
saw the light plane. 


The flight recorder recovered 


from the DC9 showed the plane 
was traveling at Just over 371 
miles an hour at the time of the 
collision. 


"The excess speed contribut 


ed to the accident in that it re. 
ducedthe available time for the 
crew of either aircraft to see 
and avoid the other or for the 
controller to take appropriate 
action," the board said. 
' "The DC9 was the overtaking, 


converging aircraft and thus in 
the better position to afford the 
pilots an opportunity to observe 
and avoid the Beechcraft. 


"Therefore, primary responsi- 


bility for avoiding traffic within 
its flight path rested with the 
DC9 crew." 


LBJ Signs Bill 
Controlling 
Juvenile Crime 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi. 


dent Johnson signed Wednesday 
a bill aimed at controlling Juve. 
nile crime through a program of 
prevention and rehabilitation. 


The measure authorizes $150 


million during the next three 
years for a combination of ap- 
proaches to deal with youthful 
crime and potential delinquents. 


In signing at a White House 


ceremony, the President said 
criminals "are made not born," 
— they are the products of 
slums, bad schools idleness and 
despair. While legislation will 
help, he said until "We get 
around to cur ing these causes of 
crime— we cannot stop crime or 
Juvenile delinquency." 


The new law provides grants 


for states to help develop prev. 
entative and rehabilitative serv- 
ices for delinquents, construct 
detention and diagnostic facili. 
ties and train personnel in the 
field of Juvenile delinquency. 


The states are required to put 


up 50 per cent of the costs of 
construction projects and 60 per 
cent of the cost of rehabilitation 
projects.

Hegel in 1832.

unknown. 
But he may have been 


moved to support an observation 
made by Judge Alexander Fraser 
Tytler, a Scottish historian, in the 
previous century. 


After making a detailed study of 


the fate of the Roman Republic, the 
knowledgeable judge proclaimed, 
"A democracy cannot exist as a 
permanent form of government. It 
can only exist until the voters dis- 
cover they can vote themselves lar- 
gess out of the public treasury." 


This, he said, was a demonstrated 


truth.

Then he continued: "From that 


moment on, the majority always 
votes for the candidate promising 
the most benefits from the public 
treasury, with the result that a de- 
mocracy will always collapse from 
a loose fiscal policy, always to be 
followed by a dictatorship."

heavy bureaucracy and give-away 
programs, facing the ominous fu- 
ture the studious judge predicts? 


Isn't it possible that while we are 


directing our concern for national 
security to threats from foreign 
sources our personal political gulli- 
bility is contributing to the eventu- 
al downfall of a great nation?

ty, or G.O.P. With the election 
in 1860 of the first Republican 
president, 
Raymond Massey, 


the party entered an era of 
greatness which produced an ex- 
traordinary 
succession 
of 


American presidents whom no- 
body has ever heard of, or if he 
has, wishes he hadn't. Among 
them were Rutherford B. Hayes, 
James Garfield, Chester A. Ar- 
thur, Benjamin Harrison, War- 
ren Gamaliel Harding, Calvin 
Coolidge and Herbert Hoover. 


3. Purpose ~ When the pres- 


ident goes each January to Capi- 
tol Hill to read his state of the 
Union message to a joint ses- 
sion of Congress, the occasion 
is nationally televised by the 
networks. It is invariably an 
exceedingly dull speech, and to 
keep the TV audience entertain- 
ed the cameras must frequent- 
ly pan across tne House cham- 
ber to show congressional re- 
action. To avoid the monotony 
of showing a continually ap- 
plauding 
Congress, 
the net- 


works insist on having some 
people in the audience who will 


look unhappy and sit on their 
hands. The Republicans are re- 
tained for this purpose.

5. Who is Thomas E. Dew- 


ey? •• Thomas E. Dewey was 
unanimously elected President 
of the United States in October, 
1948, by the American press 
and polls, succeeding Harry S. 
Truman. He served until 7 o'- 
clock on the morning after 
election day. 


6. Philosophy « The Repub- 


lican party being the instrument 
of the well-educated American 
middle class, it is not surpris- 
ing that its thinkers have pro- 
duced over the years enough 
statements of principle to fill a- 
volume the size of "the quota- 
tions of Chairman Mao." Amo- 
ng these are, "Keep Cool with 
Coolidge," "A Chicken in Every 
Pot," "Return to Normalcy," 
and "1 Like Ike." 


7. Heroes -- Like the Demo- 


crats, and even the Commu- 
nists, the Republican party has 
many heroes. 
Their names, 


however, are never mentioned. 
Since no two Republicans agree 
on who is a hero and who is a 
villain, the Republican party 
has discovered over the years 
that it can best maintain peace 
by keeping quiet about heroes. 


8. Natural habitat - The Re- 


publican party is indigenous to 
the central United States, the 
east side of Manhattan and up- 
per New England. 
Attempts 


to transplant it to other regions 
have resulted in peculiar mu- 
tations, such as the curious 
red-neck variant noted in the 
southern regions and the highly 
irritable "right-wing" Republi- 
can found in southern Califor- 
nia — so called because his enor- _ 
mously disproportionate right 
wing creates the illusion that he _ 
lacks not only a left wing and a 
torso, but also a head.

For 
that matter, studies are still 
not complete, but there is con- 
siderable doubt that he is a Re- 
publican. 


11. What would happen to the 


Grand Old Party if it were to 
win the elections this year?- 
Conditioned for 36 years to re- 
sist the party in power, a vic- 
torious Republican party would 
have no alternative but to oppose 
itself with all its strength and 
resources. Unless the Demo- 
cratic party intervened to save 
it«and if there is one thing the 
Democratic party needs for its 
own survival it is the Repub- 
lican party - the Grand Old 
Party would have no other 
choice than to destroy itself- 
again.

MOSCOW — The Soviets have 


just signed a treaty permitting 
Pan American Airways to fly 
to Moscow and Aeroflot, the 
UJSJ3.R. airline, to fly to the 
United 
States. This should 


open up the gates to tourism 
for both countries, and no coun- 
try is better prepared to handle 
tourists than the Soviet Union. 


To add a new thrill to my trip 


to Moscow I decided to take an 
Aeroflot plane. I really didn't 
decide to take Aeroflot; 
the 


Russians decided that for me. I 
was booked on an Air France 
plane from Paris to Moscow at 
9 in the morning. But when I 
went to get my visa the day be* 
fore, the Soviet consulate people 
said the visa wouldn't be ready 
until 10 o'clock, on the day I 
was leaving. 


"But," I protested, "Pm 


scheduled 
to 
leave on Air 


France at 9." 


"You're lucky," the man 


said. "Aeroflot leaves at noon." 


"That's a helluva way to get 


business for your airline," I 
complained. 


"Thaf s cheaper than adver. 


Using," the consulate 
roan. 


shrugged. 


I am happy to report that 


Soviet planes are well coo. 
structed and perfectly safe. If 
there is any flaw in the design 
of their planes, it is that the 


aisles aren't wide enough for 
the stewardesses. 


As a safety factor, Aeroflot 


selects their stewardesses for 
their strength Instead of their 
looks. That's why you never 
hear of an Aeroflot plane being 
hijacked to Havana. 


When my wife and larrived at 


the airport in Moscow, the In- 
tourist guide who was slated to 
meet us wasn't there, and there 
was some confusion about it. 


The commissar in charge 


went through several sheafs of 
paper and finally he said to us 
coldly, "You were scheduled 
to come on the Air France 
flight." 


I didn't want to get the con- 


sulate employe in Paris in 
trouble, so I said, "I didn't like 
the movie they were showing on 
Air France, and since I knew 
Aeroflot would be five hours 
late, it would give me a chance 
to see the Russian version of 
"War and Peace." 


This seemed to satisfy him, 


and he gave me a car and a 
chauffeur to the Hotel Rossiya 
which American newspapermen 
in Moscow refer to as "Com- 
rade Hilton." The Hotel Rossiya 
has good beds and is the largest 
hotel in the world. One lobby 
overlooks the Kremlin, and the 
other lobby overlooks the win- 
ter palace in Leningrad. It is 
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so big and the chances of get. 
ting lost are so great that no 
tourist is permitted to leave 
his hotel without a canteen of 
water. 


Every problem concerning 


tourism is handled by Intourist, 
an all-encompassing state or- 
ganization which provides cars, 
interpreters, meal tickets and 
free red tape for anyone visit- 
ing the Soviet Union. 


It you stick to the schedule, 


Intourist will give you 
no 


trouble. But if for some rea- 
son you want to change it, you 
are marked as a petty bour- 
geois adventurist, and the In- 
tourist people will show you no 
mercy. 


I made the mistake while in 


Moscow of trying to change my 
hotel room. The request was 
granted only after I signed a 
confession saying that I was 
working for the CIA and had 
come to Moscow to photograph 
the plans of the Hotel Rossiya 
for a new Holiday Inn that was 
being built in Chicago. 


Despite the language barrier 


and the problems of coping with 
Soviet bureaucracy, you can 
have a wonderful time visiting 
the Soviet Union. 


At the airport Just before we 


were ready to leave I said to 
my wife, "You forgot to throw 
a coin in the fountain at Red 
Square. Now you may never 
come back." 


She cried all the way to 


Monte Carlo.

And of course a very few 


years later Sir Abubaker Ba* 
lewa was found dead, his face 
mutilated, and the reign of ter- 
ror began, but by this time we 
had shut out our minds on 
African problems so long as 
they did not, as in Rhodesia 
and South Africa, involve white 
folks. And that is why so little 
attention has been given to the 
horrors of the Biafran seces- 
sionist war. 


We are right to stay out of 


that political controversy. Few 
Americans have any idea of 
which is the right side and 
which the wrong side, and those 
who do make arbitrary commit, 
ments. But the point is that the 
suffering of the Ibo people is on 
a scale unparalleled since the 
Communist starvations of the 
kulaks in the mid-thirties, and 
somehow nothing is being done 
about it. The grisly estimate is 
that unless we act immediately 
» within a week or two - one 
million Biafrans, mostly chil- 
dren, will die. And the rate will 
continue, at one-million per 
month, for six months. 


The American Committee to 


Keep Biafra Alive has taken 
full page ads, asking individual 
American citizens to write to 
Dean Rusk requesting that the 
U. S. government take steps to 
bring food to Biafra, and to per- 
suade the Nigerian authorities 
to permit the passage of food 
through the blockade it is cur- 
rently maintaining. Mr. Rusk 
should grant no greater priori. 
ty to any other problem than 
this one. 


But where, pray, is the United 


Nations? When last heardfroro, 
they were in uproar over the 
execution in Rhodesia by the 
white government of one de- 
praved murderer duly convicted 
by an integrated jury: how we 
did wail and gnash our teeth 
over that one. Since then, 
Colonel Benjamin Adekunle, 
Commander of Nigeria's Army 
of Invasion, has described re- 
lief efforts to Biafra as "mis- 
guided humanitarian rubbish." 
Such food, the colonel argues* 
will go to soldiers who will 
prolong the war. "If children 
must die first, then it is too 
bad. Just too bad." 


Where is the Herbert Hoover 


of the present situation? One 
wishes that some of those dog. 
ged signature-collectors who 
want to reduce the suffering in 
Vietnam, or impose suffering 
in California on Ronald Reagan, 
or effect the impeachment of 
Earl Warren, would use their 


• precious time to organize re- 


lief missions for Biafra. "How 
can I get people Interested hi 
my country," a Nigerian at- 
tending a mldwestern universi. 
ty once told me, "when they 
don't even know where it is?" 
IPs hard. But the American 
people are a very generous 
people. The problem Is to 
awaken them. Herewith my 
meagre contribution.

Ethics Continue Lax

WASHIKGTON-The American public can thank 


Nick Kotz and the Des Moines Register for an- 
other illustration of unethical conduct by Con- 
gress in publishing a detailed report on the man- 
ner 
in which the trucking lobby subsidized 


certain key Congressmen. In return, highly fa- 
vorable trucking legislation 
has just been 


passed or recommended by Congress. 


Earlier this year, Jack An- 


derson — now in Miami getting 
ready for the GOP convention- 
and I wrote a book, "The Case 
Against Congress," w h i c h 
probed into some of the un- 
ethical conduct of Congress- 
men. 
When the book's galley 


proofs were circulated in ad- 
vance to members of the Sen- 
ate Ethics Committee the ef- 
fect was stimulating. 


Suddenly, after weeks of procrastination, the 


Ethics Committee threw off its lethargy and 
recommended a code of ethical standards. This 
was promptly passed. 
The House of Repre- 


sentatives also acted. 


Despite this, ethics in both Houses of Con- 


gress continue about the same, as illustrated 
by the scandalous manner in which Congress 
has recently bowed to the trucking lobby, the 
highway lobby, the meat lobby and the gas pipe- 
line lobby. 


Nick Kotz and the Des Moines Register have ex- 


posed the trucking lobby in regard to a bill limit- 
ing the amount of commercial freight hauled by 
farm cooperatives, now signed into law; also in 
regard to a bill doubling the size of triple trail- 
er trucks on interstate highways from 73,280 
pounds to 138,000 pounds. They have revealed 
that a total of $40,000 was contributed to the 
campaign kitties of key Congressmen to oil the 
legislative wheels for these two bills. 
+ 
Equally important, possibly more so, is the fed- 


eral highway bill which has been in a two-week 
hassle between the House and Senate commit- 
tees, with Sen. John Sherman Cooper, R-Ky., 
refusing to sign the report because it was stack- 
ed in favor of the trucking, cement and freeway 
lobbies. 


As written in the House, the bill limited Lady 


Bird's beautification program, undermined the 
protection of parks, historical sites, game 
refuges, etc., and cracked down completely on 
the right of the courts and local planning com- 
missions to hold up freeways which they didn't 
want. 


The House bill also voted 3,000 extra miles of 


interstate highways at "a cost of several billion 
(with the federal government paying 92 per cent) 
at a time when the House has demanded a cut- 
back of $6 billion, chiefly from education, anti- 
poverty, housing and other economic and social 
welfare programs. 


Significantly, the House of Representatives 


bowed to the highway lobby much more than did 
the Senate. 
And it was in the House that the 


truckers dumped most of their money. 


Rep. George Fallen of Baltimore, Democratic 


chairman of the Public Works Committee which 
handled the highway bill, got $1,000 from the 
truck operators nonpartisan committee. Rep. 
SYLVIA PORTER 


Sam Friedel, another Baltimore Democrat and a 
key member of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee, got $1;000 In 1966, $750 in April 1968 
and $250 in May 1968. Rep. John Kluczynskl, 
Chicago Democrat and chairman of the sub- 
committee which voted out the. highway bill, " 
got $30,000 from the same truckers' commit* 
tee. 


The following members of the important Pub- 


lie Works Committee got $1,000 each from the 
truckers committee: 
John Blatnik, D-Minn., 


and William Harsha, R-Ohio. 
The following 


got $500 each: Robert E. Jones, Ala.; James 
Wright, Texas; 
Kenneth Gray, 111.; 
Frank 


Clark, Pa.; Harold Johnson, Calif.; W. J. B. 
Horn, S.C.; 
Arnold Olsen, Mont.; Ray Rob- 


erts, Texas; James Kee, W. Va.; all Demo- 
crats; with Republicans James Grover, N.Y.; 
Roger Zion, Ind.; Charlotte Reid, 111. 


These are the contributions to members of the 


House Public Works Committee only and do not 
include money given to key members of other 
committees or to Senators. Significantly, Rep. 
Richard McCarthy, the Buffalo Democrat who 
put up the chief battle inside the Public Works 
Committee against the trucking lobby, was given 
a wide berth by the truckers. They considered 
him hopeless. 
+ 
There were other interesting gimmicks which 


influenced the highway bills besides money, how- 
ever, which Nick Kbtz did not mention. 


Rep. William Harsha, the Ohio Republican, not 


only got $1,000 from the truckers, as revealed 
by Kbtz, but his law firm represents Greyhound 
Bus, as revealed in the book "The Case Against 
Congress." Greyhound, of course, is one of the 
biggest highway users in the USA. 


Last month, when this column reported on his 


favors for the highway lobby, Rep. Kluczynski 
issued a pious statement that he had never heard 
of Harold Wirth of Firestone Rubber, the leading 
lobbyist for highways; that he did not associate 
with lobbyists and never accepted contributions 
from them. 


Now it develops that Kluczynski accepted $3,- 


000 from the truckers; 
also addressed the 


American Road Builders convention Feb. 23, 
1965, in Washington, and March 12, 1967, in • 
Miami, for which he was paid expenses and a 
fee. 
Finally-Harold Wirth,-whom "he never 


heard of," was a witness before Kluczynski's 
committee on April 4, 1968. 


Kluczynski has been one of the most consistent 


opponents of Lady Bird's beautif ication program, 
a champion of billboards, and an indefatigable 
exponent of concrete thruways regardless of 
where local planning commissions want them 
located. 


Actually, the freeway bill just passed is an" 


unnecessary piece of legislation. It was rush- 
ed through now because the lobbyists wanted to 
cash in on their lobbying investments and weren't 
sure whether they will have the same docile 
committee after November. The bill weakens ; 


" both the" present highway law and the Depart- 


ment of Transportation. President Johnson is 
being urged to take a stand against the lobby- 
ists and for Congressional ethics by vetoing 
the bill.

Now most certainly it is ex- 


pected that since he is the chief 
executive of one of the largest 
states in the union, the Govern- 
or should be a power in his par- 
ty. He is expected to take time 
off for such things as party 
conventions. Few will argue 
with that. 


But just how much time should 


he take off the job to campaign 
for a fellow governor who wants 
to be President of the United 
States? 


The situation is even more 


ironical when it is remembered 
that the Governor got off a plane 
in Harrisburg last October, 
after a European tour, and 
promptly criticized members 
of the Legislature for attend- 
ing the National Legislative 
Conference in Texas — instead 
of staying home *•-, tend the 
legislative shop. 


(It might be pointed out that 


one of the periods for which 
the Governor absented himself 
from Harrisburg was from July 
19-29 - which included the last 
days of the current legislative 
session.) 


Of course, he has dropped in- 


to the Capitol to sign bills, but 
otherwise he's been buzzing 
around the country in support 
of Governor Rockefeller. (Mr. 
Rockefeller himself seemed to 
be home oftener than Mr. Sha- 
fer!) 


The exact amount of time the 


Governor is absent from the 
state is difficult to ascertain — 
since his office does not issue 
releases about that. Research 
shows however that his ab- 
sences started on January 5, 
when he went to the Virgin 
Islands for vacation, and will 
at least continue through the 
GOP Convention in Miami next 
week. 


"The Governor is certainly 


entitled to a vacation," one 
Democratic 
legislator said. 


"And we would expect that he 
would attend his party conven- 
tion. But the ordinary employe 
gets only 15 days vacation a 


~ye*T, so this should just about 


have exhausted his vacation 
period." 


The record shows that in Feb- 


ruary Mr. Shafer gave political

"We felt we were toe U.S. eight and he should respect us a* 
toe UJS. eight. We really started moving on him then," he 
said today.

American games championship last summer, and this summer 
they qualified as toe U A eight in toe coming Olympics. A week 
ago four oarsmen—Steketee, Curtis R. Canning, J4 Cleve Liv- 
ingston and David D. Higgins—and the Coxswain. Paul Hoffman, 
wrote and issued an extraordinary statement that began: "We— 
as individuals—have been concerned wito toe place of toe black 
man in American society and his struggle for equal rights. As 
members of the U.S. Olympic team, each of us has come to a 
moral committment to support our black teammates in their 
efforts to dramatize toe injustices and inequities which permeate 
our society." 
The five -white athletes were profoundly disturbed and confused 


by toe announcement of toe proposed boycott of toe Olympics 
by black athletes, and~by the report of toe President's so-called 
riot commission. They had considered writing to Lee Evans, 
toe popular San Jose State runner whom they had met at toe 
Pan-American games, for more information on toe extent of 
black athletic discontent. 
But the letter never was sent: toe 


oarsmen felt it would be presumptuous unless toey were actually 
on toe Olympic team. 
The Olympic trials were held In California, and after toe Har. 


vard crew won, Livingston and Hoffman visited Harry Edwards, 
the leader of toe black athletes' protest movement. Edwards, 
recalling toat meeting today, said: "tt was beautiful to see 
some white cats willing to admit they've gota problem and look- 
ing to take some action to educate their own." 
Livingston and Hoffman reported back to their teammates, 


•who are now living at Harvard and practicing at 630 ajn. and 
4:15 p.m. each day. Some of toem decided to issue a statement 
supporting Edwards's protest, which toey felt was one of toe few 
nonviolent avenues of communication left. Their role, toey de- 
cided, would be to make contact with other white athletes select- 
ed for Olympic teams and create a group toat would help whites 
understand the goals of toe black protesters, toat would "sttmu. 
late an open^nded discussion of toe issues'' between white and 
black athletes, and "discuss means of voicing our support at 
the Olympic Games," 
Steketee said toat he thinks there will be no boycott, but toat 


black athletes will demonstrate at toe Mexico City games. The 
Harvard group has no idea what role it might take in any such 
de monstration. 
"B?s certainly regrettable we have to take this stand," said 


Steketees, a June graduate from Toledo, Ohio. "But everything 
about toe plight of the black man in this country is regrettable. 
And, in a sense, our sterid is an expression of brotherhood wito 
our black teammates and thafs my idea of me spirit of the 
Olympics, at least the original plan of the Olympics. 


"We've invested all our efforts in athletics for so long, and 


we've worked so hard, mat I think we've earned the right to use 
our main areas of interest to express our main concerns." 


The statement issued by the oarsmen concludes: "it is not 


our intention or desire to embarrass our country or to use ath- 
letics for ulterior purposes. But we feel strongly that toe racial 
crisis is a total cultural crisis. The position of toe black athlete 
cannot be, and is not in fact, separated from his position as a 
black man or woman in America. 
"America can only acquire greater dignity and greater hope 


by facing its most grievous problem openly and before toe world. 
Surely the spirit of the Olympic Games cannotthrive on a hypoc. 
ricy mat fails to acknowledge that even the highest individual 
achievement does not save a black athlete from toe indignities 
and injustices visited upon him as a man.

THE HARRIS S U R V E Y 


By LOOTS HARRIS 
The Democratic Party finds itself in a deep dilemma as it 


approaches its August convention. On the one hand, among a 
cross section of Democrats only, Vice President Humphrey 
keeps his position as the preferred choice for the nomination 
over Sen. Eugene McCarthy by 46 to 40 per cent. On the other 
hand, among the electorate as a whole, McCarthy at this point 
in time would run a stronger race than Humphrey against the 
Republican candidate by six to nine percentage points. And if 
McCarthy were denied the nomination and ran on a fourth-party 
ticket, the latest Harris Survey finds that he might siphon off 
enough votes to hand Richard Nixon the election. 


To be sure, McCarthy continues to narrow Humphrey's lead 


among Democrats - from 15 points in early May to six points 
in mid-July. And among independents, McCarthy is ahead of 
Humphrey 48 to 32 per cent. But, nonetheless, the inescapable 
fact remains that Humphrey is far more popular than McCarthy 
with the men who control the party. 


And contrary to the claims of McCarthy supporters that the 


general public is outraged by the convention selection pro- 
cedures for delegates, Democrats across the country answered 
in the affirmative by a 3 to 2 margin when asked: "DO YOU 
FEEL THAT THE DELEGATES WHO WILL REPRESENT 
THIS STATE AT THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY CONVENTION 
IN AUGUST ARE REPRESENTATIVE OF THE THINKING OF 
THE VOTERS OF THIS STATE OR NOT?" 


So the Democratic dilemma is whether the party convention 


selects the man, Humphrey, who is strongest with the party rank 
and file and its leadership or the man, McCarthy, who is pres. 
ently stronger outside the party and could ruin the party's 
chances in November by bolting to head a fourth-party ticket. 


Many have predicted that the Humphrey-McCarthy dilemma 


may cause the Democratic Party to fall apart at the seams 
after the national convention. But a careful observation of 
current campaign activity indicates that McCarthy has been 
trying to prove that he is a good and loyal Democrat. By the 
same token, Hubert Humphrey shows real signs of trying to 
woo support outside the ranks of the professionals and head off 
the threat of a fourth-party bolt. 


Here would be the results today of a four-way presidential 


contest in which Eugene McCarthy and George Wallace headed 
up their own nationwide, independent parties:

In the same way that Wallace has been a "spoiler" among 


possible Nixon votes in the South, McCarthy would take votes 
away from Humphrey in Northern states. McCarthy leads all 
three of his opponents in the West, dominated by California's 
big electoral bloc. Wallace runs first in the South and could 
conceivably take the lion's share of the electoral vote there in 
a fow-way race. Nixon's five-point edge nationwide, however, 
might be enough to give him a majority of the electoral college 
vote or to carry in a fiibstantial number of Republican con- 
gressmen eligible to vote if the election were thrown into the 
House of Representatives. 


In a four-way contest, McCarthy would win more of the inde- 


pendent and under-35 vote than any of his other opponents. 
However, he would finish fourth and last in the South, among 
Republicans, in the small towns and rural areas, among voters 
50 years of age and over, and among those with less than a 
high school education. He would draw nearly half his 21 per cent 
from Humphrey, 3 per cent from Nixon, 2 per cent from 
Wallace, with the rest coming from currently undecided voters. 


In the same poll in which McCarthy demonstrated that he 


could split the Democratic vote to give the election to Nixon, a 
cross section of Democrats was also asked its presidential 
preference:

There is no doubt that the threat of a fourth-party ticket 


might be something of a nightmare to Democratic Party 
leaders, although McCarthy has said he would not run per- 
sonally on such a ticket. But it should be pointed out that it is 
unlikely that such a party could get on the bal'ot in at least a 
third of the states, and might not end up with even one-half. 


In this case, the results might still prove disastrous to the 


Democratic Party with McCarthy on the fourth-party ticket. 
Without McCarthy, it is an entirely different ball game. 


Even a McCarthy threat to bolt could be a two-way street. 


For the more the senator's partisan supporters say they will 
set up another party in the event he is not nominated, the more 
resentment such tactics are likely to build up in the minds of 
party leaders and delegates. And as that resentment were to 
mount, the senator's chances of achieving nomination from 
the Democratic Party would diminish.

When his partner opened 


the bidding with one no 
trump, North bad sufficient- 
nine high card points— to 
offer a direct raise in no 
trump, folding a five card 
heart suit, he desired to 
investigate for the best con- 
tract, and he accordingly 
used the two club convention 
whkh requests the no 
trumper to show a major 
suit. Observe that, if North 
bids two hearts, directly, it 
would designate a hand con- 
taming less than eight points. 


When South rebid two 


hearts, North proceeded di- 
rectly to game in that suit. 
West opened the three of 
dubs, declarer played a 
small card from dummy and 
East won the trick with the 
king. The latter decided to 
switch the attack and he 
slatted to the six of dia- 
monds. 


South played the king of 


diamonds and then cashed 
the king and queen of hearts 
—drawing the adverse trump. 
A small spade was led, West ' 
followed with the four and the 
nine was played from dummy 
which forced out East's king. 
The queen of diamonds was 
returned driving out South's 
last stopper. When West got 
in with the ace of spades, he 
cashed the jack of diamonds 
for the setting trick. 


East's timing was perfect; 


however, declarer could have 
averted the fatal diamond 
shift by playing the ace of 
clubs at trick one in order to 
begin development 
of the 


spades. After drawing trump, 
a s p a d e is led toward 
dummy. When the nine drives 
out the king, only one more 
lead is required to establish 
South's queen for a diamond 
discard from dummy. The 
defense does not have time to 
establish their diamond trick, 
and South's losses are re- 
stricted to two spades and the 
king of clubs. 


The club finesse had little 


to gain, for declarer must 
eventually lose one trick in 
that suit even if West has led 
away from the king. South 
should, therefore, concentrate 
his efforts on establishing » 
discard before the opposition 
has time to get at their 
diamond trick.

RAGWEED - NATURE'S AIR POLLUTANT 
> 


It has been suggested that hay fever victims unite into 
a national organization. As a minority group of 10 mil- 
lion snifflers, they may be able to convince federal, 
state and local authorities to eliminate ragweed, the 
chief, but not the only, source of the problem. After all, 
we spend millions on air pollution, yet the lowly rag- 
weed affects more persons than does smog. 


In some parts of the country, control measures help. 


A community project is organized and the weeds are 
pulled up just prior to pollination. This is successful, 
provided that nearby villages follow suit. The plan is 
worthless in most of the midwest because getting rid of 
the weeds from vacant lots and along streets and high- 
' ways represents only a drop hi the bucket. 


Most of the plants grow in cultivated crops and on aban- 


doned farms. It is hardy and thrives in nearly any type 
of soil. Ragweed pollen is the real troublemaker. When 
released, it is wafted about by the wind and has been 
detected thousands of feet In the air and may be carried 
hundreds of miles from its source. 


Chicagoans may be suffering from pollen that was blown 


in from Iowa. 
Unless the farmer has hay fever, he 


couldn't care less about the weeds in his cornfield. The 
pollen output is unbelievable. One square mile of rag- 
weed can free up to 16 tons of the irritant in a single 
season. ' Compared to nature, man is a piker when it 
comes to polluting the atmosphere.

Some parts of the United States are relatively free f 


of ragweed. But the hay fever sufferer should inquire' 
before pulling up stakes. He may be sensitive to some* 
thing else such as sagebrush in the Rocky mountain -" 
area where the ragweed pollen count is low compared 
to Chicago.
